MEETING IN AN UPROAR 
Roosevelt Men Hold Their 
Ground and Name Delegates 


Favorable to Rough Rider.

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., March 19.— 


After an hour of riot and uproar, Taft 
supporters withdrew from the Four- 
teenth Congressional District convention 
here today, leaving the Roosevelt ad- 
herents in victorious possession of the 
theater. 

Roosevelt men were in a mafority, 
and could have controlled the situation 
by force of numbers, and they declare 
the action of the Taft delegates in hold- 
ing a rump convention is so rank an at- 


tempt to defeat the will of the people 
that no Credeutials Committee will dare 
upheld them, 

When the Roosevelt convention. re- 
convened at 1 p. m. 112 delegates were 
in attendance Five of the Cape Gi- 
rardeau delegation returned and partici- 
pated, holding strictly to their instruc- 
tions for Taft, casting the full count 
of 23 votes for Regenhardat and Sullivan 
as delegates to the national convention. 
They xracefully yielded when they had 
done their full duty and were outnum- 
bered 

Resolutions indorsing Roosevelt as the 
greatest living American statesman and 
the world’s greatest citizen were passed 
vnanimouslyY. The constructive states- 
manship of Taft and the administration 
of Hadley were lauded. 

In a tremendous commotion with men 
shouting, two secretaries reading the 
jofficial call and two chairmen trying 
\to preserve order, the double convention 
/began. The Roosevelt mien claimed to 
_ have 112 delegates, not officially recog- 
‘nized as-yet by the Credentials Commit- 
tee, and to have held the regular con- 
vention. 

It was by clever political maneuver- 
ing that the Roosevelt clan obtained 
control of the Congressional Committee. 
The members got together at 9 o'clock 
this morning. They constitiited a quo- 
rum, and Chairman Guffy having re- 
fused to call the committee together, 
they reorganized the committee, elect- 
ing Fred Kies chairman and Luther 
Conrad secretary. The new committee 
immediately named M. E. Morrow as 
chairman of the forthcoming conven- 
tion and M. Q. Tanner as secretary. 

The Taft folks had been outgeneraled 
in this move, the Roosevelt forces cau- 
cusing throughout the night. At 10 
o'clock an enormous crowd was gath- 
ered at the opera house awaiting the 
opening of the doors. When these were 
swung wide there was a rush for seats. 

Former Chairman Guffy and Chair- 
man Kies, the latter elected an hour be- 
fore, were on the stage, and both be- 
gan rapping to call the convention to 
order. 

Secretary Naeter, on the Taft side, 
read the official call, and Secretary Con- 
rad was doing the same thing on the 
other side. Both conventions seated 
side by side continued to transact busai- 
ness amid a hubbub that was furious, 
spectators became excited and joined in 
the din. 

Taft Crowd Picks Committee. 

There was cheering and shouting. The 
Taft crowd selected its committees on 
organization, credentials and resolutions. 
Guffy was made chairman and Naeter 
secretary. All the Taft delegations were 
seated by the Credentials Committee. 

The claim was made by § Secretary 
Neeter that 89 accredited delegates were 
counted, 

With a tumult surrounding him, the 
'\eecretary read a resolution indorsing 

} ‘aft for the presidential nomination and 
Jtto F. Stifel of St. Louis for nationai 
.ommitteeman. The Taft peowe then 
erose in a body and bolted the meeting. 
eatteritng into groups and discussing 

situation outside the theater. 

The Roosevelt men remained. Secre- 

ry Conrad asserted that there were 

‘dele ates in the convention, and the 
redentials of delegates would be passed 
o” at 1 o'clock by the committee. 

Five celegates from Cape ‘Girardeau 
boited their delegation and remained 
with the Roosevelt meeting, it was al- 
lewed. It was decided pefore the nather- 
ing that the Oregon delegates should be 
held up pending a hearing by the com- 
mittee, but the Christian and@ New 
Madrid delegations were permitted te 
remain and participate In the meeting 
up to the time of a recess, Which was 
taken at 10:4 o'clock. 

Jesse A. Tolerton of Taney County 
presented a motion, that a recess be 
taken and that the various committees 
meet in different rooms at hotels xt 
different hours, the convention to re- 
‘convene at 1 o'clock at the theater. He 
prescribed that no member of the 
Christian or New Madrid County dele- 
gations be allowed to sit with the Cre- 
dentials Committee until after the case 
of each had been passed yey formally.

Davis Wants to Bar Auto At- 
tachments From Parks.

Johnson’s Story. 
Johnson’s story of the encounter was 


that as he left the courtroom Goodwin 
called him a rascal; that as he ad- 
vanced Goodwin struck at him and 
missed, and that he hit Goodwin in the 
face. Goodwin reeled backward against 
a wall and before he could regain his 
poise several persons ran in between the 
two. Goodwin left the courthouse with- 
out giving his version of the affair.

As the two men began struggling, he 
dropped his mops and bucket in amaze- 
ment. Then he jumped in between the 
two men, and was able to hold them 
apart until others came to assist him.

Little Girl Did Not Feel Any 
Pain for Month—Surgeon 


Removes It. 


A needle that had been imbedded in 
the back of Margaret Diasuzzi, 8-year- 
old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas 
Diasuzzi, 317 Clark avenue, for four 
weeks, was taken out Tuesday at the 
city hospital. The child was not aware 
when the needle was driven into her 
back and did not know of its presence 
until it began paining, Monday.

Lida Bevis Coudrey testified 
in her divorce suit that her 
husband, M. former 


Congressman and insurance promoter, 
owes her more than $40,000, represented 
by notes she signed as collateral for 
loans with which he tried to float vari- 
ous enterprises. 

Judge Grimm gave her a divorce and 
restored her maiden name, Bevis. 
Coudrey did not contest the suit. 

Mrs. Coudrey, a pretty, dark-haired 
woman, was dressed in a neat blue tai- 
lored suit and wore a colored straw hat 
with a black plume. Tears frequently 
stopped her testimony as she told that 
Coudrey had failed to support her and 
had induced her to sign notes he never 
had made good. 


Says Bank Holds Notes. 

Part of the money, she said, was sunk 
in the Continental and International 
twin insurance companies, in connec- 
tion with the promotion of which Couéd- 
rey and Harry B. Gardner will be 
called to trial next month in the Fed- 
eral Court. The rest is represented by 
rotes held by’ the National Bank of 
Commerce. She testified that, through 
the bank’s courtesy in extending the 
time, she had been able to make pay- 
ments on the notes, but that her hus- 
band never had offered to help her. 

Mrs. Coudrey testified she was mar- 
ried to Coudrey, who then was a widow- 
er, Feb. 10, 1908, in Cincinnati. She gave 
the date. of the separation as July 30, 
1910, and said the last time she saw 
Coudrey was Sept. 27 of that year. 
Coudrey then was representing the 
Twelfth Missouri District in Congress 
and she returned to Washington after 
spending several weeks with her sister. 
Mrs. Florence Longstreth, at Bass Is- 
land, Mass. 

Although she had telegraphed in ad- 
vance that she and Mrs. Longstreth 
were coming, Cvcudrey, she gaid, did 
not meet them at the station. Failing 
to find him at his apartments, they went 
to a hotel, she testified, and there he 
called them by telephone at 1 a. m.. 
making a dinner engagement which he 
failed to keep. 

Mrs. Longstretch and Mrs. G. Lacy 
Crawford, another sister. were witnesses 
for Mrs. Coudrey. E. L. Preetorius was 
a character witness for her. When it 
was suggested that other character wit- 
nesses be introduced, the Judge said: 
“Mrs. Coudrey's face is the best evi- 
dence of her character.’’ 

He then asked if she wanted alim my. 
Her attorney replied that she did not. 
as Coudrey’s resources were supposed 
to be virtually exhausted. 

“That is true,’’ said the Judge, “but 
he may be bankrupt today and worth a 
whole lot of money in the future.” She 
declined, however, to make any request 
for alimony. 

Mre. Coudrey now is at the Washing- 
ton Hotel where Mrs. Longstreth also 
resides. 

Mrs. Coudrey’s suit was tried tn the 
same courtroom where, in March, 1906, 
Judge Hough gave her a divorce from 
Frank Roth.

After being held prisoner for a week by 
snowdrifts on a Kansas prairie, Charles 
Gerber and his wife, of 3759 Finney 


avenue, enjoyed the bright St. Louis 
sunshine Tuesday and told of their dis- 
comforts of last week and the sufferings 
of 300 others on a snowbound and sparse- 
ly provisioned train. Three other St. 
Louisans, Mrs. Lilian Seeger of 2825 Fair 
avenue, Carl Bowman of #62 Lindell 
boulevard and Earl P. Chittenden of 
Webster Groves, were passengers on the 
same train. 

The Gerbers make an annual midwinter 
visit to California. They went there 
the first week ix January, this year, 
and left Sacramento on the return trip 
the afternoon of Thursday, March 7, 
eccupying a Puliman drawing room on 
the Union Pacific “Overland Limited” 
train. Friends decorated their drawing 
room with flowers. They went through 
without much delay to Denver, arriving 
there at noon Saturday. The train 
leaving Denver consisted of six Pull- 
man palace and tourist sleepers and six 
chair cars and day coaches, 12 cars in 
all. 

Drifts as High as Engine. 

Late Saturday night the train, after 
many delays, reached Oakley, Kan. 
There the drifts were piled as high as 
the locomotive, and the engineer an- 
nounced the train would get no farther 
that night. 

Sunday, March 10, was a day of late 
rising and of much asking of questions. 
The car was wel) heated, and the pro- 
visions sufficed, such as they were, so 
that few of the passengers ventured 
from the train. Nine of the Pullman 
passengers proved to be members of a 
vaudeville troupe, on their way to Kan- 
eas City, and an entertainment which 
they gave Sunday night helped to cheer 
their fellow travelers. 

One of the vaudeville troupe was 
Mrs. Seeger of St. Louis, clarinet so- 
loist. 

Monday the stalled tourists awoke to 
find the snow whirling and piling up 
still higher about them. Also, they 
confronted a shortage in water and pro- 
visions. The dining car steward made 
a raid on the express car, getting sev- 
eral chickens and some other articles of 
food, which were confiscated on the plea 
of necessity. At the same time, it was 
announced that only two meals a day 
would be served—breakfast at 8 a. m. 
and dinner at 4 p. m. 

To divert their minds from their own 
discomforts, the Gerbers and other pas- 
sengers visited the cars ahead, where the 
passengers were suffering from lack(of 
food and were lying in cramped posi- 
tions on the chairs and day-coach seats. 
Several mothers with infants engaged 
the women’s attention, and these first 
were provided with food. 

One Man Wires te Taft. 

Tuesday the. engine “died,” the cars rap- 
idly grew cold, and the passéngers began 
to realize that they were stranded for an 
indefinite time. Telegrams began going 
over the wire, @nd one man telegraphed

Wednesday and Thurs- 
day the drifts grew higher, and the 
provisions sank lower, Thursday night 
the vaudeville people gave a dance and 
entertainment in the town hall, and it 
snowed so hard during the performance 
that the passengers hardly could get 
back to the track. One drift was as 
high as a nearby telegraph pole. 

Snowballs Poker Chips. 


The supply of clean towels was ex- 
hausted Wednesday, and Thursday 
soiled bedsheets were used for wiping 
faces and hands. Poker games were 
carried on in the Pullman = smoking 
rooms, with snowballs for chips. 

“Thursday night,’’ Mrs. Gerber de- 
clared, ‘‘the wind blowed 70 miles an 
hour, and the Pullman car rocked like 
a cradle. Few of us slept, for we 
thought the train would certainly go 
over with the next gust. Friday we 
heard that a rotary snow plow was on 
the way. At 6 p. m. Friday it reached 
us, and there were shouts of joy as the 
big machine appeared through the walls 
of white on each side of the track. We 
got away at 11:40 a. m. Saturday.”

George Mossberger’s Defense to 
Charge of Killing Steska 
Outlined to Jury.

George Mossberger’s defense to the 
charge of killing Joseph Steska in a sa- 
loon seuffle New Year's morning, will 
be that Steska accidentally shot himself 
with Mossberger’s revolver. This de- 
fense was outlined in Judge Rassijeur’s 


court Tuesday by Attorney William E. 


Fish to the jury which is trying Moss- 
berger, a slender youth of 18, on the 
charge of murder in the second degree. 

Anna Tesser, 18 years old, whose en- 
gazement to marry Mossberger was an- 
nounced a few hours before the tragedy, 
and which was said to be the result of 
a leap year proposal, was not in court. 
During the first few days of Mossber- 
ger’s imprisonment, she frequently car- 
ried food and fruit to him. 

State’s Outline of Case. 

The fatal shooting of Steska occurred 
in a saloon at Tenth and Carroll streets. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Shaner, in 
outlining the State’s case to the jury, 
said Steska playfully slapped Mossber- 
ger, and that Mossberger hurried home, 
got his father’s revolver, returned, de- 
manded an apology, and when Steska 
grappled with him, shot Steska in the 
abdomen. 

Fish presented an entirely different 
view of the affair. He said it would 
be proven by policemen and others that 
Steska, who weighed 200 pounds, and 
was nearly six feet tall, was the neigh- 
borhood bully. Mossberger, weighing 
only 125, was no match, Fish said, for 
Steska, who had a habit of picking on 
those smaller than himself, and was a 
general] trouble seeker. 

‘‘Mossberger, it will be shown, was 
a youth of good character,’’ said the 
lawyer. “He was not of legal age, and 
should not have been permitted to stay 
in the saloon. Perhaps it will develop 
who was responsible for serving him 
beer, 

Wouldn’t Take Off Hat. 

“While he sat at a table drinking, 
this bully Steska entered. ‘Kid,’ he 
said to Mossberger, ‘you got to take off 
your hat to me.’ ‘I’m an American citi- 
zen,’ said Mossberger, ‘and I don’t take 
off my hat to you or anybody.’ 

“With that, Steska knocked his hat 
off, and knocked him to the floor. The 
Loy pulled off his coat to fight Steska, 
then grew frightened, and ran out. He 
wanted to go back for his coat and hat, 
but anticipated more abuse. So he went 
home and got his father’s revolver, ex- 
pecting to keep Steska at a distance by 
holding it in his hand, 

‘“‘When he returned, holding the revol- 
ver, though not pointing it at Steska, 
he demanded an apology from Steska. 
Steska grabbed the revolver, and ac- 
cidentally discharged it, wounding him- 
self in the abdomen. Mossberger did 
not have his finger on the trigger at 
any time.”

SHERIFF MOBBED

- One Slayer Is Killed by Posse 
in Fight Near Omaha, An- 
other Ends His Life and the 
Other Surrenders When 
Hope Is Gone.

OMAHA, Neb., March 19.~Following 
the dramatic killing of Roy Blunt, an 
innocent young farmer, and two of the 
three escaped convicts of the Lincojn 

in a fight on the plains 
yesterday afternoon, there 
more stirring cli- 


penitentiary 
near here 
came at night a far 
max. 

Sheriff Hyer, 
lieved, shot Blunt he, power- 
less to resist, was driving the 
three men, who had murdered a trio of 
penitentiary officials Thursday, was 
mobbed by Blunt’s friends here. The in- 
flamed crowd wanted to lynch the Sher- 
iff, but a company of militia raced him 
to a train which took him out of town. 

Blunt's friends declare the killing was 
inexcusable. He had the convicts’ guns 
at his back and their demand was that 
he aid them in their flight. The posse’s 
fire was directed all about him. He had 
no chance for his life. The only mem- 
ber of the party of four which occupied 
the speeding wagon to escape death was 
the convict Charles Morley. He threw 
up his hands when the bullets brought 
down is confederates, John Dowd and 
John Taylor, and the blameless youth. 

The slaying of Blunt—he was 22 and 
had been married only two months—was 
a tragic finish to the Blunt family’s day. 
The convicts, who murdered Warden 
Delahunty, Deputy Warden Wagner and 
Usher Heilman, in escaping from the 
penitentiary, went to the home of James 
Blunt and his family at Meadow, 10 
miles from here, Monday morning. 

Made Farmer Feed Them, 

Just as they had done at every other 
farmhouse passed in’ their flight, the 
men forced Blunt to get them break- 
fast. The farmer, who had heard of 
the actions of the convicts in cutting 
telephone wires and forcing their stray 
hosts to give them food and lodging, 
readily agreed.

of the criminals at 
Meadow was learned by a telephone 
operator at Gretna, four miles from 
Omaha. She flashed the alarm to Lin- 
coln and to Omaha, and the two posses, 
one headed by Sheriff Hyer and the 
other by Sheriff Chase, raced out in 
wagons toward Meadow. 

Finishing breakfast the convicts or- 
dered Roy Blunt to hitch up a wagon 
and drive them to Omaha, where they 
hoped to find helpful friends. Blunt 
obeyed speedily, and In a few minutes 
the men were on their way across the 
plains. 

The weather was bitter; a heavy coat 
of snow lay on the ground. The pace 
that Blunt struck was not swift enough 
for his anxious passengers, and they 
constantly pressed their shotguns and 
pistols—an arscenal augmented by their 
raid on a hardware store—against his 
back. 

Four miles out from the Blunt farm 
the fugitives saw a body of men ap- 
proaching. It was a third posse, head- 
ed by Police Chief Briggs of South 
Omaha. 

Dowd, Taylor and Morley, who were 
sitting in the wagon back of the seat, 
then lay down, and, resting their shot- 
guns against Blunt's back, commanded 
him to drive faster. 

The oncoming posse drew nearer from 
the right. The farm horses, unusued to 
such a atiff gait, began to lag; imme- 
diately three guns were thrust firmly 
against the young driver’s back and 
with the movement went a chorused 
threat. 

Police Chief Whips Horses. 

Blunt swung his lash and the horses 
charged forward. For a moment the 
approaching posse lost ground. Chief 
Briggs’ driver threw down his reins and 
refused to go any further. The police 
officer seized the lines and whipped the 
horses into a gallop. 

To the pursuers Blunt was the only 
man in the wagon to be seen. Coming 
closer, Briggs saw the three guns raised 
at the farmer’s back. Racing on a 
triangle, the distance between the two 
parties lessened at every gallop. The 
convicts, with absolutely nothing to hope 
for in the event of captura, began jam- 
ming their gun barrels into the fren- 
zied boy’s back and crying a threat to 
shoot him were he to relax for a mo- 
ment in his whipping of the horses. 

Unnoticed at first, the posse in charge 
of Sheriff Hyer suddenly drew upon the 
wagon from the other side. It had come 
rapidly, and almost simultaneously did 
the two attacking parties get to the 
same distance from the speeding farm 
Wagnn.

posses closed up the space between 
themselves and the fleeing convicts to 
within 100 yards. Then the firing began. 

The pursuers were equipped with ri- 
fles; the convicts with shotguns and re- 
volvers. The fire of the fighters on the 
posse was ineffectual. More often than 
they shot did they use their weapons 
to dig into the back of the white-faced 
youth, his brow bedewed with the per- 
spiration of fear. 

The rifle bullets were striking nearer 
every moment. The side of the wagon 
was splintered with every shot, and bits 
of wood were flying around Roy Blunt's 
exposed form. 

The whistling torrent of lead gave its 
first fatal bullet to the youth. He 
crumpled on the seat, and rolled to the 
ground. 

It left the fleeing men without a dri- 
ver, and it slackened their progress. 
Taylor raised himself jugt a trifle to 
see if the youth had fallen. An acurate- 
ty sent bullet caught him in the head, 
and he sank down amid his companions, 
dead. 


One Convict Kills Himself. 


Convict Dowd was without hope now. 
The men of the posse were shooting 
straight. He raised his pistol and pressed 
it to his own head. Morley dashed it 
back. Another volley of bullets cleft 
the side of the wagon. The horses 
scarcely were walking, fatigued by their 
hard run. Dowd waited for Morley to 
turn his head, and then he killed him- 
self. 

Dowd's suicide left Morley alone, but 
not hopeless. He fired six shots, but not 
one of them struck its mark. Morley, 
facing certain death if he resisted, then 
raised both hands as a sign of surren- 
der, jumped from the wagon, and, with 
his hands still above his head, gave up 
the battle. 

Chief Briggs and the other men did 
not lower their guns. They did not 
know of the other deaths. 

‘Tell the others to surrender,”’ Briggs 
said to Morley. 

“They are all dead,” 
vict. 

Sheriff Hyer took Morley into his per- 
sonal charge, arf he ordered an assist- 
ant to attend tg the shipment of the 
convicts’ bodieg Sheriff Hyer set out 
for Lincoln. wif his prisoner.

Without facilities for camping, the 
posse has not dared to spend a night in 
the mountains anywhere near the sum- 
mit of the Blue Ridge, whgre the «l- 
lens are believed to be hiding. 

“Moonshine Whisky Found. 

Four members of the posse who ac- 
companied Deputy Field Agent Steve 
Faddis of the Revenue Service to Floyd 
Allen’s home to confiscate illicit stills 
and other paraphernalia, returned here 
today. They brought with them four out- 
fits, consisting of kettles and worms, 
and also had about 60 gallons of moon- 
shine whisky. Great quantities of the 
illicit whisky were poured out on the 
mountain side. Two stills were found 
at Sidna Edwards’ house. The para- 
phernalia was brought to the courthouse 
here to be held as evidence. 

Hillisville has almost regained its com- 
posure, but women are still afraid to 
go out doors. When the shadows begin 
to lengthen, men’s hands instinctively go 
back to their hip pockets. There are 
few men who do not believe the Allens 
will make good their threat to kill At- 
torney Tomkins, Clerk Goad, Sheriff 
Edwards and James Early.

BERL IN, March. ‘19.—Emperor William 


most unexpectedly postponed his de- 
parture for Vienna. Venice and Corfu, 
which was scheduled for March 22. The 
announcement, made this morning, 
caused surprise. The reason officially 
assigned for the postponement is “‘dif- 
ficulties in the sphere of internal poli- 
tics.” 

This explanation was so indefinite that 
it might have referred either to the coal 
strike, or as was more probable, to the 
conflict now going onin connection with 
the provision of finances to cover the in- 
creases in the army and navy recently 
decided upon, and which caused the res- 
ignation of Adolf Wermuth, formerly 
Secretary of the Imperial Treasury. 

Misgivings aroused by the announce- 
ment of the change in the Emperor's 
Plans were ‘quickly allayed this after- 
noon by another notification issued by 
the office of the courtmartial, which 
states that the old arrangements for the 
.Emperor’s departure on Friday will now 
be carried out. 

The Emperor after visiting Admiral 
von Tirpitz with the ostensible object of 
offering him congratulations on his 
birthday anniversary, which occurs to- 
day, conferred with Dr. von Buthmann- 
Hollweg, the Imperial Chancellor, for 
three-quarters of an hour. 

The German Empress leaves for Bad 
Nauheim April 9 to undergo an eight 
weeks’ cure. 

‘Talks to Navy Chief. 

There was strong disposition here, how- 
ever, to connect the Emperor's action 
with the speech delivered yesterday by 
Winston Spencer Churchill, First Lord 
-of the Admiralty, in the British House 
of Commons. This view is strength- 
ened by the fact that the Emperor, in 
the course of the morning, paid a long 
visit to Admiral Albert T. Von Tirpitz, 
Secretary of the Imperial Navy, imme- 
diately after which leading officers of 
the admiralty staff assembled in con- 
ference, the object of which is not dis- 
closed. 

Churchill Speeeh Criticized, 
Public opinion of the speech of Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill hag not yet crys- 
tallized, but his references to Germany 
are regarded in many quarters as highly 
inopportune, in view of the attempts be- 
ing made to reach an understanding be- 
tween the two countries. 

The negotiations which followed on 
the trip to Berlin of Viscount Haldane, 
British Secretary of State for War, 
are being continued, but any big hopes 


fof their success which may have been 


entertained are gradually failing. The 
negotiators would now be satisfied in 
all probability ir they could achieve no 
more than a simple removal of the 
sources of misunderstanding which have 
hitherto existed.

Lines Co-operate With Officials 
in Kansas City (Kan.) to 
Stop Practice. 





1500 SUITS IN COURT 


Action. Brought There to Garni- 
Shee Wages of Employes 
Throughout the West.

KANSAS CITY, Kan., March 19.— 
Railroads and city and county authori- 
ties in Kansas City, Kan., are co-oper- 
ating to stop the practice of loan sharks 
“putting a brick on” the pay checks of 
railroad men. 

It has been found that in the various 
courts of the county there are now more 
than 1500 suits brought by loan sharks 
to garnishee the wages of men employed 
in other states from Minnesota to Texas 
and from Illinois to California. Some of 





these. men have never been within a 
thousand miles of Kansas City, Kan., 
but they would be forced to come here 
to defend the suits when the cases were 


Ba, to trial or else allow judgment 
to go by default. 

In this way a thriving businss hag 
grown up here in bringing suits for loan 
Sharks in other states. Lawyers who 
are employed by the loan sharks, it is 
said, are given assignments of notes. 
The fact that the railroad the borrower 
works on runs through Wyandotte Coun- 
ty is sufficient to permit the bringing 
of the suit here, no matter where the 
man may live. In this way suits are 
brought against employes of the Santa 
Fe, Rock Island, Frisco, Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas, Missouri Pacific, Kansas 
City Southern, Burlington, Union Pa- 
cific, Orient, and Chicago Great Western 
roads. 

Railroad Starts Fight. 
It was through the last named road 
that the fight was begun on the loan 
sharks. A. L. Berger, attorney for the 
Chicago Great Western,.brought suit in 
the District Court to enjoin T. D. 
Creer, a justice of the peace, from tak- 
ing any further proceedings In the col- 
lection of a judgment of $54 against W. 
M. Crocker, an employe of the Chicago 
Great Western in Council Bluffs, Io. A 
temporary restraining order was issued. 
The petition alleges that Crocker is 
not a resident of Kansas and never has 
The procedure in his case, after 
he had borrowed money from a loan 
shark in Iowa, and, through hard luck, 
fell behind in his payments, was to as- 
sign the note to a lawyer in Kansas 
City, Kan. This lawyer brought suit 
and obtained service by publication in 
a. weekly paper. The defendant, know- 
ing notning of the suit, made no defense. 
Judgment was then entered and notice 
of garnishment was served on the rail- 
road. Rather than go to the expense of 
fighting such suits, the loan shark’s vic- 
tim generally is forced to pay what is 
considered an exorbitant judgment. 
Thrive on Collections, 

The lawyers who seek this sort of 
business thrive on collections from em- 
ployes of interstate corporations and 
have been doing a big business in Kan- 
sas City. All the big packing compa- 
nies here have plants in Chicago, St. 
Joseph, Omaha, St. Paul, Sioux City, St. 
Louis, Fort Worth or other places, and 
hundreds of suits against employes of

Few Filed in Kansas. 
Few of the claims sued on originally 
were filed in Kansas, but have been as- 
signed by the original creditor to loan 
sharks, and service has been obtained 
by publication in small papers of~lim- 
ited circulation. The unfortunate debtor 
does not know of the proceedings 
against him until he presents himself 
for his pay check. And no matter where 
he is, the pay cheek is held up. Then he 
must proceed to gather his proof that 
the claim has been settled or paid. That 
takes time and money, and all the while 
his pay is not forthcoming. Following 
are a few instances of the kind, collected 
by the attorneys: 
An employe working at Chaffee, Mo., 
had $19.35 of his wages held out by 
a railroad on account of a writ issued 
by a Wyandotte County justice of the 
peace. He sent the railroad an affidavit, 
in which he swore he had paid the claim 
to the constable of the county in which 
Chaffee is, and the constable also made 
an affidavit to that effect. The affidavits 
were sent to the Justice of the Peace, 
but no reply was received. After other 
letters had been sent, the justice wrote 
that he had referred the matter to the 
collection agency that had brought the 
proceedings. The collection agency re- 
fused to drop the action because it 
claimed to have an affidavit to the ef- 
fet that the original creditor had not 
authorized the constable to collect the 
claim. 

Three Writs on One Claim. 
Another employe had three garnish- 
ments issued against him. After he had 
presented affidavits and receipts to show 
that the claim had been paid the justice 
of the peace released the first writ, but 
the other two writs were issued and the 
justice ordered the railroad to pay $27.36. 
An engineer at Walpulpa, Ok., had $69 
of his wages paid into the court of a 
justice of the peace of Wyandotte Coun- 
ty in October, 1910. When the justice's 
successor came in another writ on the 
same claim was issued and since then 
two other writs have been served. The

IS PLAN [0 REACH 
GRADE AGREEMENT 


Still a Foot Difference Between 
Engineers in Plans 
Wabash Crossings. 


for 


A foot of ground still stands in the 
way of an agreement between the city 
cfficials and the receivers of the Wa- 
bash Railroad on the elimination of 
grade crossings along the _ northern 
boundary of Forest Park. The city en- 
gineers insist that the tracks can be 
properly cepressed with an elevation of 
four feet in the street level at crossing 
points. The railroad engineers say that 
an elevation of five feet is necessary. 

The Board of Public Improvements 
hag taken up the question of consequen- 
tial damages to adjoining property and 
is preparing a plan for depressing the 
tracks with a four-foot elevation. Soon 
after President Reber of the board re- 
turns, the details of the plans will be 
officially considered. 

A canference with the Wabash re- 
celv will follow, and the railroad of- 
ficials will be told what the board will 
recommend to the Municipal Assembly. 
If the receivers of the road agree to 
accept the plans containing the elevation 
of four feet the matter will be presented 
to the legislative body for action, a 
member of the board said Tuesday. 

Two ordinances will be submitted. One 
will provide that the city shall pay the 
consequential damages, and the other 
will specify that the railroads pay the 
damages. The Municipal Assembly will 
then decide who shall make the payment 
to adjoining property owners. 

If the railroad officials will not accept 
the four-foot elevation it is probable the 
ordinances and recommendations of the 
board will be presented to the Assembly 
for action. Members of the board say 
that they believe the railroad will ac- 
cept the elevation proposal, and that by 
a process of “give and take’’ on other 
questions an agreement will be reached 
within the next few days.

States District Attorney: The “Mirror 
of Public Opinion” is an excellent news- 
paper idea. Whild we get good news, 
editorial comment and cartooning in the 
Post-Dispatch, we also like to see what 
others get elsewhere. The “Mirror,” I 
think, will prove a most interesting fea- 
ture of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

EK. CG. SIMMONS: The first things 
that claim one’s attention on the page 
are the cartoons. It is amazing what a 
hold cartoons have on people. A year 
ago, on the first of January, I was on 
my way to Florida, and noticed a book 
entitled, “‘Cartoons of T. R.’’ in a book 
store, and bought it.

This is a picture age. It {gs marvel- 
ous what effect pictures have on the 
destinies of mankind. 

Cartoons exercise an immense influ- 
ence. They will make and unmake can- 
didates in the coming election more 
than they ever have before. The se- 
lected cartoons on the page and the 
gathered expressions of editorial opin- 
ion are very timely, and the page should 
be popular, and meet with a cordial 
reception. It is information in con- 
densed form, and that is what the peo- 
ple want. The day of long-winded things 
is past. 

W. F. SAUNDERS, Secretary Busi- 
ness Men’s League: The Mirror of Pub- 
lic Opinion strikes me as a very good 
thing. If I were to express a criticism 
it would be that the extracts are too 
long. I think it would be better if they 
were shorter, and there were more of 
them. The page should be entirely neu- 
tral on politics.

A PAGE OF MR. STARK’S RECORD. 

Charles B. Stark of this city has announced his 
candidacy, subject to the will of the voters in 
the August primaries, for the Democratic nom- 
ination for the Supreme Court. In 1896 Mr. 
Stark wags the attorney of the St. Louis School 
Board of malodorous memory. Mr. Stark, as 
attorney for the School Board, with his salary and 
expenses paid out of the public school funds, 
spent two weeks lobbying against the bil) to re- 
form and reorganize the Board, which was de- 
manded by an overwhelming majority of the St. 
Louis people and subsequently became law. Un- 
der the headline, “That Lobby Settles It,” the St. 
Louis Republic published an editorial comment 
on the bill containing the following paragraph: 

Malign is a good word to apply to the in- 
fluences working at Jefferson City to defeat 
the Civic Federation School bill in the State 
Senate. Led by Attorney Stark who repre- 
sents the Filley combine of the School Board, 
the lobby against the bill is composed of 
contractors and “go-betweens” who have fat- 
tened on the corruption of the present system 
and are working for the continuance of fat 
opportunitics. 

Mr. Stark sued the Republic for libel in the 
sum of $30,000. The Republic pleaded justifica- 
tion on the ground of truth and won the suit. 
The Supreme Court, the tribunal of which Mr. 
Stark aspires to be a member, affirming the con- 
clusion of the Circuit Court said: 

In view of the undisputed fact that the 
plaintiff was the salaried attorney of the 
School Board, that he went to Jefferson City 
at the Instance of some of !ts members, that 
the existence of the Board as then consti- 
tuted and his tenure of office were threat- 
ened by the Civic Federation bill, then pend- 
ing before the Senate, that he spent two 
weeks lobbying against the measure, and 
that his expenses during such service were 
demanded of and paid by the Board out of 
public school moneys and that on a former 
occasion he had in Iike character performed 
like services in regard to another bill, for 
which he presented a demand against the 
corporation for several thousand dollars. we 
cannot say that the court committed error in 
advising the jury of those principles in this 
case, 

It is vitally important that the voters know all 
the facts bearing upon the fitness of a candidate 
for office. For this reason alone we republish 
this page from the record of Mr. Stark, as at- 
‘torney of the old corrupt School Board. In the 
light of it we supmit to the Democratic voters 
the question of his fitness for a place of such 
great honor and trust as a seat on the vench of 
the highest court of the State.

Protect the Inventor. 
fo the Editur of the Post-Dispatch. 

Referring to the recent patent decision of the 
Supreme Court, much fs being eaid in the papers 
about passing new laws to restrict the rights of 
the patentee. Such a step should not be taken 
without serious consideration, since protection of 
his ideas by patent is now the only opportunity 
left to the mechanic to enter business on his own 
account.. Small means cannot compete with or- 
ganized capital, but !f the mechanic’s ideas are 
patented he has an opportunity to rise, and it is 
practically the only opportunity that is left to 
him in these trust-ridden days. 

Monopolies do not exist by reason of patents, 
but they exist in spite of them, that is to say, by 
reason of their money power, monopolies are able 
to coerce the inventor into selling his invention to 
them at a nominal price, or they will simply take 
it, and defy the inventor to sue, This means years 
of litigation and an expense which absolutely bars 
the inventor from seeking redress. Monopolies 
can, of course, employ the best attorneys and 
patent experts and they may be said to be at 
home in the United States courts, where the in- 
ventor, though he may begin a suit, seldom has the 
money to carry it far enough to be heard. 

Instead of making new laws to restrict his 
rights, let Congress and the courts see to it that 
the inventor receives better protection. If this be 
done the inventive genius of our country will very 
soon eliminate monopolies by bringing about more 
active competition. L

FORTIFYING THE CANAL. 


There is little to be seen as yet of 
the fortifications at the Atlantic end of 
the Panama Canal, but those at the Pa- 
cific end are a fine warlike surprise 
for the visitor who is not prepared for 
them by anything he has heard at home. 
The Pacific entrance to the canal is 
guarded by a series of Gibraltars. Some 
of these heights of land are on the main 
shore, and others are islands. The prin- 
cipal one, Ancon Hill, ts at the right 
hand of the canal going in. It is 2% 
feet high, and has been terraced for 
fortifications until it resembles a Rhine 
vineyard. In front of Ancon Hill, and 
also at the right of the canal going in, 
are three volcanic islands. They are 
from two to three miles off shore, and 
immedtately overlook the deep sea chan- 
nel which leads out from the canal 
across the bar. These three islands are 
being joined together by dikes. As one 
hears it down there, they are being 
linked together to keep one of them 
from sinking unless all of them do. At 
any rate, these three islands are also 
to frown with cannon, and one of them 
is to support a sea battery. For this 
purpose the island is being shaved off 
flat to within about 50 feet of the sea. 
As an American down there explained it, 
the sea battery is a kind of shooting 
clock. It will sit in the flat top of this 
island, and whenever the Japanese or 
any other people try to take the cana), 
all we shall have to do is turn on the 
clock, which will in a very short time 
reduce everything around it to the level 
of the surrounding bay.

NEW YORK, March 19.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review today, says: 

“The foreign markets were more 
cheerful today and sentiment here 
and abroad apparently favored a fur- 
ther rise of prices. 

“London acted on the supposition 
that the strike situation had im- 
proved, and that the disturbance 
would soon be ended. 

“How far this view reflected local 
conditions remaing to be seen, but 
the market was quick to respond to 
the more cheerful interpretation of 
events, with the result that there 
Was a firm undertone to prices 
throughout the day. 

“The price movement here was irreg- 
ular much of the time, with periods of 
decided strength and little real heavi- 
hess until the last hour. 

“The buying of Southern Pacific and 
the obeys * displayed by such stocks 
as Great Northern preferred, Northern 
Pacific and some of the other standard 
issues was a feature. 

“The copper shares were heavy just 
before the Close, but in the final trading 
most of the general list showed consid- 
erable firmness, and final prices were in 
any cases fractionally above yester-

tutions, 

More Gold Goes Out. 
“Several withdrawals of gold were 

made for shipment to South America, 
the new owt for the day foot- 
ing up $900,000. This makes $1,660,000 gold 
altogether that has been taken out of 
New York banks this week, in payment 
of debts due Argentina by the markets 
of London and Paris. 

“It was evident that this movement 
would continue as long as the foreign 
banks could keep it up, as the develop- 
ments abroad showed plainly that the 
European markets had sufficient com- 
mitments of their own to finance with- 
out assuming a burden that could be 
conveniently shifted to this center.’’ 

“Numerous short-term loans were 
under discussion, and the market for 
corporation notes was broad enough 
to indicate that both the trust com- 
panies and the banks were ouying 
again, the chief inquiry being sti 
for notes having only six or 12 
months to run. Some of the Wall 
street commission houses were bor- 
rowers on a moderate scale.”
